This Feedstuffs editorial index includes titles, dates and page numbers of articles published by 
Feedstuffs in 1994. It is divided into five sections for ease of reference. Those sections are General 
News Topics, which includes industry news, nutrition and health and commodity markets stories; 
Company News, which includes articles about specific companies; Cooperative News, which in- 
cludes articles about specific cooperatives; Association News, which includes articles about industry 
associations, and Authors, which lists articles by author. 

Stories are indexed by subject and the subjects appear alphabetically. Each entry includes the 
story headline, issue date and page number. Entries under each subject heading are listed in chrono- 
logical order. 

Many stories are listed under two or more subject categories. For example, the Dec. 5 story 
titled, “ICC’s national railcar council emerging amid another year of transportation woes” is listed 
under the “Transportation,” “Railroads” and “Interstate Commerce Commission” headings. Like- 
wise, any story about more than one corporation will be listed under each company’s name.
